To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County 
Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  report,  apart  from  yearly  variations,  indicates 
that  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  well  maintained." 

The  birth  rate  is  the  highest  for  the  past  twenty-five 
years  and  the  death  rate  is  about  or  slightly  below  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years. 

Following  on  the  increased  birth  rate,  we  have  an 
increased  Infantile  Mortality  rate  with  a  significant  increase  in 
”Gastro  Enteritis:?  in  young  children,  scattered  throughout  the 
Borough,  and  throughout  the  year,  making  it  impossible,  through 
lapse  of  time  and  these  other  factors,  to  label  it  with  a 
definite  cause,  although  behind  it  lies  the  suspicion  of 
infection  through  contamination  of  food  or  milk,  either  in 
handling  or  in  the  care  of  containers,  or  the  dubiety  of  the 
source. 

I  feel  that  a  great  deal  could  be  accomplished  if  a  full 
investigation  was  carried  out  locally  with  central  control  into 
each  individual  infant’s  death.  Much  information  would  be 
forthcoming  which  would  lead  to  greater  child  care,  better 
information,  and  better  and  more  scientific  treatment  in  the 
hands  of  experts  or  experienced  doctors  and  teachers. 
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I  also  fool  that  much  good  would  bo  accomplished  by 
tho  establishment  of  at  least  a  ward  in  one  of  the  local 
hospitals  for  the  care  of  poorly  and  sick  infants,  and  that 
such  a  ward  would  lead  to  a  closer  link-up  with  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres  if  the  staff  could  be  appointed  to  these 
wards,  even  in  a  junior  position. 

There  also  followed  a  large  increase  of  mothers  and 
babies  attending  Welfare  Centres  and  a  large  increase  in  the 
sale  of  food,  despite  the  fact  that  not  one  of  our  Centres  has 
been  specially  built  for  the  purpose  and  that  some  are  dull, 
dreary,  makeshift  accommodation. 

The  Homo  Help  Scheme  increased  in  popularity  and  368 
cases  were  dealt  with  compared  with  254  for  last  year. 

A  decided  improvement  was  made  in  the  care  of  the 
Tuberculosis  patients,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  voluntary 
workers  who  helped  in  connection  with  handicrafts  and  to  the 
close  link,  through  Dr.  Cunningham,  we  have  with  Poole 
Sanatorium. 

A  much  brighter  and  more  contented  atmosphere  prevailed 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,-  due  in  large  measure  to  the  added 
facilities  and  recreation  provided. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  Assistants,  and  to  the  staff 
who  helped  so  loyally  throughout  the  year,  and  I  express  my 
personal  thanks  to  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year.

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Corporation  maintains  an  Ambulance  Service,  com¬ 
prising  four  ambulances  with  adequate  staff  in  a  central  depot 
in  the  town  for  general  and  accident  cases. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  removed  by  an  ambulance 
kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Arrangements  under  this  heading  remained  the  same  as 
in  previous  years. 

Institutional  Treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers.  Illegitimate 
Children,  and  Homeless  Children. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintain  a  home  in 
Blakelock  Road  for  children.

Home  and  Domestic  Heins. 

During  the  year  Home  and  Domestic  Helps  were  engaged 
in  368  cases  -  140  during  the  confinement  of  the  mother,  and 
228  during  the  illness  of  the  mother,  or  member  of  the  household. 

Payment  for  the  Home  and  Domestic  Help  service  ranged 
from  Nil  to  10/-  per  day  (full  cost),  in  accordance  with  the 
financial  circumstances  of  the  families.

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MATERNITY  AN D  CHILD  WELFARE 

(by  Dr.  J.F.  Farquhar) 

The  number  of  new  at  tenders  (all  ages)  showed  a  slight  rise 
of  85,  and  the  number  attending  rose  by  1359  over  the  1946 
figures.  From  this  it  follows  that  the  mothers  continued  their 
attendances  for  longer  than  has  been  their  custom  in  former  years. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  children  remained  at  a  good 
average  level,  but  the  years  record  was  marred  by  an  outbreak  of 
gastro-enteritis,  which  took  away  a  few  of  the  children. 

We  hope  that  when  the  new  Health  Centres  are  built,  arrangements 
will  be  made  for  darkening,  so  that  films  can  be  shown  for  the 
instruction  of  the  mothers. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  childrens*  garments  and  their  prams 
and  furnishings  were  showing  signs  of  recovering  from  the  monotony 
and  austerity  of  the  war  years. 

We  are  still  two  short  of  our  normal  complement  of  Health 
Visitors.  Great  praise  is  due  to  the  faithful  four  who  have  been 
coping  with  the  work. 

Ultra  Violet  Clinic. 

Because  of  the  demands  of  the  export  trade  no  new  lamp  had 
arrived  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Ante -Natal  Clinic 

This  clinic  continues  on  its  quiet  way.  The  number  of  women 
attending  increased  b3^  57  over  the  previous  year,  and  these  women 
attended  more  regularly  during  their  pregnancy  than  has  been  the 
custom  hitherto.  The  team  work  done  by  the  midwives  who  staff 
theclinic  is  excellent  and  consequently  the  women  are  delayed  but  a 
short  time.  We  wish  very  much  we  had  separate  cubicles  where  they 
could  get  ready  for  their  examination.  In  the  present  building 
unfortunately,  they  must  share  a  small  dressing  room. 

In  preparation  for  their  coming  confinement  we  give  them 
instinct ion  on  a  few  simple  exercises,  with  an  easily  understood 
explanatory  chart  to  take  home.

Recommended  cases  for  Birth  Control  on  medical  grounds  were 


also  dealt  with  at  this  Clinic. 

Nurseries  and  Nursery  Schools 

These  continued  to  be  as  popular  and  as  necessary  as  before. 

They  do  valuable  work  in  caring  for  young  children  whose 
parents  are  in  some  difficulty. 

The  endeavour  is  to  have  a  free  and  homelike  atmosphere. 

The  children  have  activities  which  many  would  not  enjoy  at  home, 
pets,  gardening,  toys,  dressing  up  etc.,  and  are  allowed  within 
reason,  to  follow  their  own  inclination  and  choose  their  activity. 
In  summer  they  have  expeditions  to  the  beach  and  parks. 

The  mothers  have  a  Club.  They  meet  for  talks,  working  bees 
and  expeditions.  At  Christmas  they  helped  very  largely  with 
the  decorations „ 

The  children  are  healthy  and  well  nourished*  Any  below 
standard  show  an  improvement  after  attending  the  nursery  or  nursery 
school.  They  are  medically  inspected  regularly  and  weighed.

TUBERCULOSIS 


1.  GENERAL. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  Service  cases  were 
frequently  seen  at  the  Dispensary  or  admitted  to  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  as  transfers  from  Service  or  E.M.S.  Hospitals. 
These  were  "picked-up"  largely  as  a  result  of  routine  X-rays 
(in  the  case  of  Naval  Men)  or  by  Mass  Radiography  X-rays. 

Many  of  them  were  inactive. 

A  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Borough  in  December 
and  January  and  carried  out  5,838  examinations  of  which  71 
were  referred  to  the  Dispensary.  Of  the  latter  34  attended 
and  11  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  or  a  Sanatorium 
the  remainder  were  kept  under  observation  and  mostly  proved  to 
be  inactive. 

It  is  hard  to  assess  the  value  of  Mass  Radiography 
performed  on  unselected  persons  but  its  value  is  undoubted  if 
carried  out  on  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  years 
(especially  females).  It  is  noteworthy  that  2  "advanced" 
cases  were  discovered  who  complained  of  no  synptons.  This  is 
of  importance  as  such  cases  are  a  grave  source  of  infection. 

2 .  DISPENSARY. 

Attendance  at  the  Dispensary  has  been  good.  Most  con¬ 
tacts  are  examined  and  few  defaulters  (cases  or  contacts) 
occur;  when  they  do  visits  are  paid  to  the  homes  in  an  en¬ 
deavour  to  persuade  them  to  attend. 

Many  names  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  are  of  those 
who  have  ceased  to  attend  the  Dispensary  and  are  now  fit  to 
have  their  names  removed.  To  do  this  it  would  be  necessary 
to  visit  all  these  people  which  is  at  present  impossible  due 
to  the  manifold  duties  of  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  and  varied 
duties  of  the  Doctor.  It  is  hoped  this  will  be  remedied  in 
the  future. 

An  efficient  filing  system  for  documents  and  X-rays 
is  not  possible  at  present  due  to  the  very  cramped  accommo¬ 
dation  at  present  provided  for  records.  This  has  occasioned 
a  great  deal  of  wastage  of  time  and  the  mislaying  or  loss  of 
a  significant  number  of  records,  causing  embarrassment  to 
both  staff  and  patients. 

A  Clinic  has  been  reopened  at  Mill  House,  for  the 
examination  of  children  sent  for  consultation,  for  prospec¬ 
tive  emigrants  and  for  confidential  consultations  with  pat¬ 
ients,  or  more  often  their  relatives.  It  was  felt  that  this 
Clinic  was  needed  to  reduce  the  long  wait  of  patients  attend¬ 
ing  the  Dispensary  and  to  avoid  unnecessary  exposure  of  sus¬ 
ceptible,  non-inf ected  persons  to  tuberculosis. 

3.  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  types  of  case  have  been  admitted: - 

(a)  Cases  requiring  observation  either  to  clarify  diagnosis 
or  assess  activity  of  the  disease  present. 

(b)  Cases  requiring  bed  rest  with  or  without  Artificial 
Pneumothorax,  to  stablilise  the  disease  and  fit  them 
for  return  to  home  life. 


’  :*  r 
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(c)  Cases  of  massive  infectivity  who  cannot  be  nursed 
at  home  due  to  the  risk  of  infecting  others,  or  to 
lack  of  help  or  suitable  accommodation. 

Suitable  cases  of  type  (a)  or  (b)  are  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Sanatorium. 

The  object  of  taking  patients  into  hospital  is  not 
only  for  treatment,  but  in  some  cases  to  prepare  the 
patients  for  the  routine  they  will  undergo  in  Sanatorium 
later,  and  in  other  cases,  to  regulate  their  way  of  liv¬ 
ing,  so  they  may  later  be  safely  returned  to  their  homes, 
in  the  knowledge  that  they  will  take  precaution  against 
infecting  others,  as  well  as  adequately  looking  after 
themselves . 

Accordingly  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  write  a 
short  explanation  and  instruction  leaflet,  which  is  given 
to  each  patient  on  admission  for  his  or  her  guidance. 

In  addition  to  the  original  24  beds  in  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Pavilion  16  Beds  in  a  vacant  ward  were  made 
available  to  Tuberculosis  cases,  at  times  all  were  occu¬ 
pied.  Recently  four  revolving  shelters  have  been  erected 
and  will  be  used  for  selected  cases. 

It  has  been  observed  that  quite  a  number  of  patients 
are  reluctant  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  but  this  preju- 
•  dice  is  being  overcome.  It  has  largely  been  achieved  by 
the  Handicrafts  Scheme,  which  offers  embroidery,  rug-making, 
leather  work,  etc.  to  the  patients  and  is  supervised  by  two 
Voluntary  Ladies,  to  whom  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  their 
services . 

This,  with  a  well  stocked  library  and  a  large  number 
of  games,  puzzles,  etc.,  has  done  much  to  relieve  the  in¬ 
evitable  monotony  occasioned  by  lying  in  bed  for  a  long 
time. 


The  equipping  of  two  recreation  rooms  one  with  a 
billiards  and  snooker  table  has  helped  to  relieve  boredom 
for  up-patients  and  provide  somewhere  to  sit  and  read  or 
write  in  comfort. 

In  addition  to  bed-rest  treatment,  patients  have  had 
Artificial  Pneumothorax  induced  where  possible,  and  23  pat¬ 
ients  have  had  their  A.P.  maintained  (these  are  mostly  out¬ 
patients)  . 

4.  SANATORIA. 

It  is  now  the  policy,  with  regard  to  transfer  of  cases 
to  Sanatorium  from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  to  send  only 
those  cases  for  whom  some  definite  treatment  is  in  view,  e.g. 
Thorocoscopy,  Thoroco plasty  etc.  This  has  resulted  in  a  much 
shorter  waiting  list  due  to  a  relatively  quick  ”turn-over"  of 
cases  and  most  patients  are  now  discharged  in  under  9  months. 

Surgical  treatment  is  not  carried  out  at  Barrasford 
Sanatorium  and  as  far  as  possible  cases  not  requiring  such 
treatment  are  sent  there. 

The  number  of  male  beds  maintained  by  the  Corporation 
in  the  past  has  been  sufficient  but  the  female  beds  are  too 
few  and  should  be  increased  to  cover  the  requirement.  The 
childrens  bed  allotment  is  at  present  adequate. 

There  has  been  a  marked  reduction  of  the  mortality  rate 
for  female  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases  compared  with  the 
previous  year;  i.e.  in  1946  -  18.2%  pulmonary  compared  with 
13.8%  in  1947  and  8.4%  non-pulmonary  compared  with  5.4%.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA- 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  is  in  the  hands  of  a  private 
Company,  who  derive  the  supply  from  deep  wells.  The  water  is 
not  treated  or  filtered  except  that  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  supply  is  abundant  and  of  satisfactory  quality,  although 
very  hard. 

Every  house  has  a  piped  supply,  direct  from  the  main. 

Four  samples  have  been  taken  for  chemical,  microscopical  and 
bacteriological  examination,  and  seven  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  samples  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

The  Corporation  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Operator  to  deal 
with  cases  notified  by  the  public,  and  to  make  inspections  to  find 
cases  not  so  notified. 

The  procedure  adopted  with  regard  to  baiting  and  poisons  used 
is  that  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

During  the  year  861  visits  have  been  made  to  lay  pre-baits  and 
299  visits  to  lay  poison  baits. 

The  Borough  Engineer’s  staff  have  also  laid  poison  baits  in 
the  sewers  at  manhole  points. 

The  cost  of  rat  extermination  in  private  houses  is  borne 
equally  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  the  Local  Authority.

Until  slum  clearance  is  resumed,  it  is  our  immediate 
task  to  try  and  maintain  as  many  houses  as  possible  wind  and 
weatherproof,  and  in  cases  where  even  this  is  not  possible. to 
rehouse  the  families. 

One  aspect  of  this  question,  which  has  engaged  close 
attention  is  the  number  of  derelict  ruinous  houses  which  have 
become  an  eyesore,  and  the  Council  in  an  endeavour  to  improve 
matters  are  now  offering  ono  shilling  and  sixpence  per  square 
yard  as  site  value  to  owners,  and  the  Corporation  bear  expense 
of  demolition  and  clearing  the  site.  Many  sites  have  already 
been  cleared  under  this  procedure.
